Pyramiding Feature Would 
Run Up Total Even If 
Rate Were Very Low 

By Ralph B. Taylor 
(Executive Becretary, Ayricul- 
tural Council of California) 

C AN THE average Californian, 
already hard-pressed by 
heavy property taxes, afford 
to pay a new gross transaction 
tax on every transaction in 
his business, pyramiding and com¬ 
pounding with each turnover? 

And If, perchance, he can af¬ 
ford the tax, can he stand the 
equally heavy cost of maintaining 
the elaborate set of books and 
accounts which the system would 
require ? 

Such are the questions which 
confront the State’s farming in¬ 
dustry—and every other citizen, 
as a result of the proposal for 
a sweeping revision of the Cali¬ 
fornia tax system, with the sub¬ 
stitution of a gross transactions 
levy for the present State sales 
tax and the newly-inaugurated 
State income tax. 

California agriculture, to be 
sure, should not turn thumbs 
down on any program of sug¬ 
gested tax reform until the ex¬ 
act provisions of the program 
are known and until the plan has 
been carefully analyzed. But 
neither can it afford to make a 
bad matter worse by hastily 
switching from one plan of taxa¬ 
tion, only barely established, to 
some newer program, both revo¬ 
lutionary and largely experi¬ 
mental. 

Rates of the proposed gross 
transaction tax, it is announced, 
would be low— probably much 
lower than the present sales levy, 
although an exact schedule of 
rates has not been determined. On 
the other hand, whereas the sales 
tax is applied but once, the 
transactions tax would be collec¬ 
ted on each turnover, multiplying 
and compounding each time the 
product changed hands in its long

and often circuitous route to the 
ultimate consumer. 

Illustrating the effect of the 
proposed gross transactions levy 
on the farming industry, a Cali¬ 
fornia fruit grower, for example, 
would pay the tax when he de¬ 
livered his crop to the packer or 
processor; the packer or proces¬ 
sor would again pay the tax when 
he sold to the wholesaler; the 
wholesaler would pay when he 
delivered to the Jobber; the job¬ 
ber would ante-up again when he 
sold to the retailer. And the re¬ 
tailer would make a final tax 
payment—paying not only the tax 
on the original value of the pro¬ 
duct, but a tax on all the pre¬ 
vious taxes—when he sold to the 
consumer. 

Then, as the program appears 
at first blush, the farmer’s tax 
difficulties would be further ag¬ 
gravated by the fact that the 
gross transactions levy would be 
added to the price of all of his 
purchases, without exemptions, 
such as seed, feed, stock, fertili¬ 
zer, box shook, sacks, fuel, equip¬ 
ment, et cetera. 

Before California agriculture 
could be expected to support a 
gross transactions tax, the indus¬ 
try would require the most rigid 
guarantees against the pyramid¬ 
ing abuse. And it is probable that 
such guarantees could not be 
given, as the tax is essentially a 
tax on turnover, with its pyra¬ 
miding features inherent. The re¬ 
sult would be that there would be 
an even greater disparity be¬ 
tween the consumer’s buying 
price and the farmer’s selling 
price than at present. 

And of almost equal importance 
to the farmer is the complex 
bookkeeping set-up which would 
be required on each farm to com¬ 
ply with the law. In many in¬ 
stances, the cost of keeping such 
accounts would undoubtedly equal 
the amount of the tax. And added 
to this would be the constant ir¬ 
ritation incident to the visits of 
a new horde of State tax col¬ 
lectors, accountants and auditors, 
delving into one’s business.

GARDEN QUESTIONS 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

QUESTION — What fertilizers 
are best for avocado trees? 
Answer— At this time of 
year use barnyard manures, either 
horse, cow or steer. Put it in 
basins under trees and let the 
rains and irrigation waters wash 
it into the ground. 

Q.—Should the fertilizer be 
spaded into the ground under avo¬ 
cado trees ? 

A.—No. Spading is injurious to 
the feeder roots of the avocado 
tree because they are close to the 
surface. 

Q. Should avocado trees be 
pruned now ? 

A.—No. It is better to prune 
ipter after ail danger of frost is 
over. This should be about the 
middle of February. At no time 
should avocado trees be heavily 
pruned. Just prune off limbs 
that are hanging on the ground. 
q,—W hat are the leading com¬ 
mercial varieties of avocados? 

A. Fuerte, Pueblo and Nabal 1 
are still the leading varieties. No ; 
doubt there will be other good 
varieties introduced in time as 
there are many promising sorts 
being tested out now. 

q. —What makes avocado fruit 
icrack ? 

A.—Allowing tree to suffer for 
water so that the leaves and fruit 
become slightly wilted and then 
applying water, or because of 
ruin. The sudden application of 
water causes the fruit to swell, 
and the skin to crack. Cracking 
of fruit can be greatly reduced 
if the trees are never allowed 
to suffer for water. 

Q. — Should avocado trees be 
staked ? 

A.—Yes, while they are young. 
Later they can be braced with 
wire. Avocado wood is very brit¬ 
tle and wind can do a lot of 
damage to trees that are not 
secured in sortie manner. 

Q. How long does it take avo¬ 
cado trees to bear. 

A. Most commercial varieties 
begin to bear in two or three 
years after they are planted. 

That’s that. Now we are nil be¬ 
ginning to think about making 
the city gay with color and there¬ 
fore more than ordlruirily attrac¬ 
tive to lovers of the beautiful

,to our Wistaria Festival in the 


early spring. Therefore next week 
we will discuss the planting that 
should be done for that purpose 
aond work that should be done 
in the garden now.
